Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 1 and its corresponding dependent claims are allowed for the same 

reasons set forth in the Office Action dated July 28, 2010. 

The prior art of record fails to teach or render obvious: a transmission section 
transmitting generated communication profile information to a management 
terminal apparatus, wherein the transmission section transmits the 
communication profile information using a wireless communication scheme 
different from the wireless communication scheme corresponding to the 
communication request, wherein the communication profile contains information 
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for a wireless communication scheme, used frequency bandwidth, 
communication start time, and a communication continuation time corresponding 
to a communication request in the event that the communication request occurs 
with another wireless terminal apparatus 

Therefore Claim 14 is allowed.
